Sending down streams .'if water into 
the C.O.T.C. sleeping quarters at Mac. 
donald College, shortly after Saturday 
midnight the Aggies made a fierce at- 
tack on the. McGill boys. In all there 
were about eighty Maes to fifty odd 
embryo officers. There- was, a stiff 
fight, during the course of which sev- 
eral Macmcn- were taken prisoner and 
summarily dealt with by Musketry Ser- 
geant Delcellicr. The gymnasium was 
flooded, and all except one officer were 
thoroughly drenched. 

On Sunday afternoon three men ap- 
peared on parade improperly dressed. 
It seemed that a certain Company Sgt-- 
Major bad noticed Bolshevik-like lucks 
on three privates. A court-martial was 
ordered. The law governing the case 
was read by a senior N.C.O.. from 
military like tone. The verdict being 
given, the men were forced to undergo 
a major tonsorial operation. 

Leaving Montreal early Saturday af- 
ternoon, and returning Sunday night, 
the McGill C.O.T.C. spent a very en- 
joyable weekend at Stc. Anncs. 

Saturday afternoon was .-pent in 
military manoeuvres. A parly was sent 
out to guard a bridge until 4.30 p.m.. 
and bold up any body advancing against 
this bridge. The defending party got 
into position before the attackers had ; 
chance to attack, and held their position 
The attackers were superior in number, 
and their men were more mobile, being 
on snowshoes and skis. 

Saturday evening, the men enjoying the 
hospitality of the College, spent several 
happy hours on the dancing floor. Dur-, 
ing the course of the night, ihc students 
in the men's residence, outnumbering the 
McGill men, almost two to one, made 
a violent attack on the exposed flunk of 
ihc O. T. C. The Aggies were ai 
length repulsed after heavy injuries had 
been inflicted on them. 

On Sunday morning a rear guard ac- 
tion was attempted. The rear guard 
was given two positions to hold. One 
of these was then lo retire by a de- 
lour which it succcdcd in doing. The 
other managed to draw off half the main 
body of Ihc attackers. 

On Sunday afternoon two large forces 
were scut forward on two parallel roads. 
As soon as the vanguards of opposite 
sides clashed, they were to seize the most 
commanding position. The clash took 
[place in a village and several farm build- 
ings were seized. 

The umpires went over the ground, 
and decided who w'rre out of action. It 
was then agreed that the advance, guard 
nearest Macdonald College should fall 
back to a safe position. After an cx- 
hatige of fire the operations ceased. 

Sunday evening, the Contingent held 
a church parade. During the course of 
their stay, the men were the guests of 
Macdonald College the authorities of 
which treated their guests most hospit 
ably.

when formed, Musical Organizations. 
Though supposed to be a part of bona 
fide college endeavour they may now 
be termed unrepresented activities be- 
cause, orphan-like, thy shift for them- 
selves to indifferent success at best. 

Musical organizations should re- 
ceive more adequate recognition and 
support. My aim would be to give 
them a status similar to that occupied 
by the Athletic Association in the old 
organization. If possible a musical 
director might be appointed to educate 
and direct Glee Club, Orchestra, Man- 
dolin Club and Band. Public opin- 
ion of our efforts of this character 
would depend on their showing and 
even though one year's effort might 
produce little, a rounfianon for future 
progress could be made. 

Many details regarding the Athletic 
Board have yet to be thought out and 
that they arc receiving good attention 
s gratifying. The only voice which 
the Council will have must be cm- 
pjialic and representative in order that 
our share in the new departure will be 
worthy. My hope and intention, would 
be to adequately assist and to ensure 
adequate consideration of the student 
viewpoint. Space alone limits enum- 
eration of our needs 'but a rink and 
the proposed gymnasium rank high 
among them. 

Removal of the athletic load from 
the Council would permit of more lime 
for consideration of University inter- 
est. The Daily and Students' Union 
may both be improved. .Our Daily 
should mean a little more in expres- 
sion of campus ideas and after weath- 
ering the storm of last year it prom- 
ises to be a self-supporting part of our 
affairs. Our Union should receive its 
share of attention in any rcorganiza- 



lou. The original endowment or in- 
crest therefrom has not been incrcas 
d -since- its inception though mainte 
nance costs of all buildings of public 
character have increased tremendous 
ly. It can be made more than a bil 
Hard room and dinin ghall if restored 
Hard room and dining hall if restored 
Indents. 

A crying need at McGill is an cx 
ensivc attempt to bring students clos- 
er to the members of the staff. Ef- 
forts in this direction arc made at 
various social functions, and 'by various 
social functions and by various clubs. 
That it is insufficient is apparent each 
year and it is my conviction that if 
students manifest the desire in tang- 
ible manner the staff arc wilting and 
even anxious to assist. 

Careful supervision of expenditure 
for the coming. year must .occur in 
those affairs which necessitate di 
burscments from student funds. No 
increase of the Universal Fee should 
occur nor should any proposed activ- 
ity remaining under control of the 
Council be permitted to jeopardize 
finances until experience shows their 
wisdom. 

Activity .such as that shown by 
M-cGHl Theatre Night should again be 
endorsed and when college reopens 
the t'rcslimcn should be safely, sanely 
and satisfactorily initiated. 

Yours in anticipation, 



present exJiorbitant price of text- 
books is an unnecessary burden on 
the student. I favor the establishment 
of a University Book Store in co-oper- 
ation with the University authorities, 
where text-books could be purchased 
practically at cost. 

4. Information re Student Affairs. — 
Believing that the only way to ensure 
the interest of the students in their, 
affairs is to tell them what is going 
on, I would further extend the excel- 
lent work of the present administra- 
tion in this direction by 

1st— Having full reports in the 
Daily of the meetings of the Council. 

2nd — Holding frequent open meet- 
ings of the Council. 

3rd— Publishing several days in ad- 
vance the agenda of business to be 
brought before any meeting of the 
Students' Society, together with full 
explanations where necessary. 

5. Official Recognition of Executive 
Work. — At the present time, we recog- 
nize officially success in athletics by- 
gran ting various grades of "M's". 
But the man who spends an equal 
amount of time, energy and ability in 
the other important (branches of our 
activities, e.g., the Daily, is given no 
recognition for his services. I favor 
the adoption of a graded system of 
official badges or rings (in no way 
to conflict with the "M's"), to be 
granted to those who attain executive 
posts, such as editors of the Daily, 
managers of teams, etc. 

6. Gymnasium.— As the building of 
gymnasium has been temporarily 

postponed, the question of its loca- 
tion should again be raised. It is my 
conviction that the logical site of the 
gymnasium is, according to the orig- 
inal plan, beside the Stadium— the 
centre of athletic activity. With the 
erection of student dormitories, it is 
till more imperative that the gym 
should be close at hand, if it is to be 
or most service to the student body 

7. College Spirit. — There is good 
college spirit at McGill right now 
think, however, that the spirit could 
be brought out and increased by the 
holding of more smokers, especially at 
the first of the year. These smokers 
would give the student body an op 
portunity of hearing our various mus 
ical organizations, the captains of 
cams, coaches, etc., and thus would 

develop an enthusiastic spirit, and in 
terest in activities.

Fellow Students of McGill: 

Having accepted nomination as can- 
didate for the Presidency of the Stu- 
dents Council, I have pleasure in plac- 
ing before ycju a few point of policy, 
which, if honored by your support in 
the forthcoming elections, it will be 
my earnest endeavor to carry out 

f. Athletics.— Realizing the need of 
complete co-operation between faculty, 
graduates and students in support of 
athletics, I am in favor of the Athletic 
Governing Board, which, as at pres- 
ent amended, retains student control 
over their own affairs. It is my con- 
viction that, with the active support 
and advice of faculty and graduates 
thus obtained, athletic activities will 
be stimulated and extended on a sound 
financial basis. I also heartily endorse 
the plan of obtaining graduate coaches 
to assist in athletic training, with spec- 
ial attention to the junior teams. 

2. Finances. — Strict economy in the. 
control of student affairs. I favor the 
presentation of a financial budget, ear- 
ly in October, stating estimated reve- 
nues and expenditures for the ensu- 
ing year. This would inform the stu- 
dent (body on financial matters, and 
would thus avoid the present difficulty 
of asking the society at the close of 
the year to pass a financial report cov- 
ering money already spent.

They hold a defi- 
nite place in college life, and it would 
not be my purpose to supplant them 
in any way. I do suggest, however, 
that more functions of an informal 
nature, such as smokers, concerts, 
luncheons, and the like, be initiated on 
the Union programme for the year, so 
that the students would have a better 
medium for social intercourse. 

In regard to athletics, close co-op- 
eration between the Athletic Govern- 
ing Board, the graduate manager, the 
Students' Council and the House 
Committee is necessary if we are to 
derive all the possible benefits from 
the new system. The President of 
the Union, being a member of the 
Council, is naturally the link between 
the other executives and the House 
Committee. If elected to this office, 
I will make use of the experience 
gained this year during my tenure of 
office as secretary to try to carry out 
the duties in an efficient and trust- 
worthy manner.

common meeting ground for every 
McGill student, no matter what may 
be his faculty, year, creed, nationality 
or his likes and dislikes. I therefore 
believe that the Union House Commit- 
tee .should cater to every type and tem- 
perament in such a way that every 
last McGill man will find that there 
is at least one very appealing or very 
necessary thing to be had at the 
Union which cannot be obtained any- 
where else This would mean that 
within the course of a very few days 
every McGill man would have been in 
the Union, banging elbows and swap- 
ping ideas with scores of splendid 
chaps with whom he might never oth- 
erwise come in contact. This prin- 
ciple, to my mind, is the ideal solu- 
tion to the "lack of college spirit" 
problem, aud is the broad yet definite

The Wicksteed Competition is to take 
place this afternoon in the High School 
Gymnasium at 5-30.

Four of those wcr< 
dropped in ihc States during the lirsl 
part of the season, while the ollur two 
wore registered in Hit- first two garni - ol 
the Intercollegiate scries. The tc.îtu ha; 
won fourteen game,. Amoig the vie: 
loriot outside Ihc tw , leagues, are the 
defeat of the Trojan team which holds 
the city championship in St. John. 
\\P... and the defeat of the Crescent 
A.C. of Brooklyn, New York. The 
Red and While were defeated by ihe. 
University of Vermont and the Univer- 
sity of Philadelphia in the early part of 
tho season on a tour of the States. 

In the Intercollegiate League, McGill 
lost the first two games and then staged 
î come-back, creating a triple tic and 
won tho play-off in Ottawa, thus get- 
ting the title. The .score in this league 
be', ween ihc it runs is as follows: 

McGill totalled SC points iti the three 
games played with Toronto, while tin' 
lïiii" and While scored 78, and in the 
three games with Qucsns. McGill scored 
'(13. while Queens scored 88. al.st year, 
although McGill won the championship, 
the other colleges scored more points 
than did the Red and White team. 

In the twenty games that the team 
played this year. McGill scored a total 
of 043 points against Ihc 541 that the op- 
position wer.: able to place in the net.. 
Tin-, last nine games have seen the Red 
and White in Hie winning column of 
tho score book. 

Much of the credit for the successful 
year goes to Coach Van Wagner, who 
has trained the team all season. Al- 
though the style of play used was mod- 
elled after that which was developed 
last year, tho team was able by practic- 
and experience to learn many useful 
tricks of the game to which their at- 
tention was draw n . 

Manager Fadie ha> all season been 
responsible for the games which Un- 
learn has played. The two inlorcollcgh 
ate games which were pliyed in Mont- 
real this year were both excellent exam- 
Vies of wliat good management can do; 
Manager Fadie was also in charge of 
the pla>-olï for the Intercollegiate title 
in Ottawa. This. too. was excellently 
run off and ihc recent letter in the 
"Daily" is sufficisnt evidence of this. 

Led by Captain Manson. who also was 
in action in every game this year the 
sijuad developed a lighting spirit which 
carried them into the winning column ûii 
many occasions. Mendelsohn played in 
all but two games this season, uuil Ins 
-Icvcldpsd the knock of shooting fouls 
which next year should be a big asset. 
Turpcl and Little have alternated in ev- 
ery game. Moth showed rcniailiah'ê 
improvement lis the fcison progressed, 
and will he back next year to form 
part of what is hoped to he another win- 
ning team. Frrol Amaron. who started 
the year as a forward, has turned out 
to he a suitable partner for the veteran 
risfence player Grain. Amaron attd 
Grain together arc in a large measure 
responsible for the victories of the team, 
for without their remarkable work on 
•ho defence and their ability to work 
up the floor and score, the team would 
have been severely handicapped. 

Craiu is the only man on the team 
who will not return next year, and his 
departure will weaken the aggregation 
considerably. Ail year he has been play- 
ing a steady game, while as president 
of Ihc Basketball Club, he litis done 
much to help the team along. Grain 
was responsible for the trip that the team 
had in the Stales, and managed them 
while away. 

Philpo;:, Hilton and Klumenstoin have 
played with the team all year. Al- 
though they have not been used much, 
they have, when in the games shown 
some effective work. All of these men 
will return next year, and there should 
be a hard battle for the one vacant place 
that will he left on the team-
